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JOINT INVESTIGATION MAY LEAD TO SOLVING OF MORE THAN 40 AREA BURGLARIES

Elba PD takes the lead in 4-county burglary investigation

The 12th Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney Mark Fuller held a joint 
news conference last Friday, January 
9, at the Elba Police Department 
praising area law enforcement for 
their cooperation. 

Fuller noted that during the 
months of November and December, 
the counties of Coffee, Dale, Gene- 
Va, and Covington have had more 
than 40 burglaries. 

The investigation into several lo- 
tal burglaries in the Elba area inten- 
sified on December 23 when Elba 
Police Chief R. W. “Ronnie” Whit- 
worth, and members of his depart- 
ment, received a tip from an infor- 
mant. 

Upon receiving the information 
from the “tipster,” Chief Whitworth 
notified the D. A.’s office and a joint 
investigation was begun bringing in 
the Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment and several other agencies. 

On display in the conference 
room of the Elba Police Department 
was a large assortment of guns, jew- 
elry, televisions, other electronic 
equipment, collectables. etc., most of 
which is believed to be stolen prop- 
erty. 


To date, three individuals have 
been arrested and charged in connes- 
tion with the burglary investigation. 
They are: Jerry Jay Bradshaw, 21, of 
Route 4, Elba, who is charged with 
two counts of burglary in the first 
degree; Antonio Smith, 24, of Elba, 
who also faces two charges of bur- 
glary in the first degree; and Jeffery 
Pouncy, 23, of Enterprise, who is 
charged with one count of burglary 
in the first degree. 

There are also charges pending in 
Geneva County where Smith and 
Bradshaw were initially arrested dur- 
ing a surveillance originating in Cof- 
fee County. 

A search warrant was executed on 
January 8 at a residence near Gene- 
va, AL and several items (guns, jew- 
elry, etc.) were found that were con- 
sistent with some of the items 
believed to have been stolen in bur- 
glaries occurring in the four-county 
area. 

During the execution of a search 
warrant at a residence near Elba, ad- 
ditional items were recovered which 
were believed to be stolen property. 

“These officers have worked real 
hard together,” commented Chief 
Whitworth. “We've had officers 
from the sheriff's department and

Sheriff Ben Moates addressed the 
commission concerning new Car pur- 
chases for his department.

City Of Elba receives 


$105,960 g

The Elba City Council met Mon- 
day evening with all members 
present. Mayor James Grimes pre- 
sided over the meeting. 

In this first meeting of 1998, the 
council approved the receipt of a 
$105,960 grant for the police depart- 
ment, taking bids on a new police 
car, buying a truck for the fire de- 
partment, some new equipment for 
the vehicle maintenance shop and 
adopted an ordinance to control run- 
down buildings within the city lim- 
its. 

They also heard Police Chief R. 
W. Whitworth report on the breaking 
of a large local burglary ring operat- 
ing in at least a five county area. 

Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers updat- 
ed the council on the fire insurance 
improvement plan. 

The nuisance ordinance designed 
to control run-down buildings calls 
for the establishment of a five mem- 
ber committee, one from each coun- 
cil district. This committee will set 
guidelines and present their findings 
to the city council. The council will 
then take the appropriate actions. 
Property owners who disagree with 
the findings may still take their case 
to the county court system if they 
choose. 

City Attorney Jeff Kelley said 
this ordinance closely follows state 
law and is already in use in other Al- 
abama communities, 

The council voted to seek bids on 
a mid-size car for use by the police 
investigators. Mayor Grimes said the 
present vehicles is costing a lot in re- 
pair costs and would be parked when 
the new car is purchased. 

Whitworth told council members 
of the cooperative effort between 
several area law enforcement agen- 
cies which led to the breaking of a 
large burglary ring and the arrest of 
several people. The evidence indi- 
cates involvement in at least five 
counties. He said other felony arrest 
would be forthcoming in this case. 

The $105,960 COPS grant is to 
hire two additional policemen on a 
three year 75-25% matching pro- 
gram. Mayor Grimes said he has re- 
quested the grant be increased to 
cover the full 100% of the officers 
salary and is expecting approval. 

There are now six Elba police of- 
ficers who are paid on some special 
grant program. 

Whitworth recommended and the 
council approved the hiring of Paul 
Sanders and Nelson May for these 
positions, Sanders has been working 
with Elba on a part-time basis for the 
past two years and May is a 23 year 
veteran of law enforcement. Both 
men will begin work immediately, 

Grimes said he appreciated the 
work of the police department. He 
feels they are doing a good job and 
is proud they are working well with 
other agencies. 

Council member Winzel Gray 
spoke up and said the people in the 
community are proud because when 
the call the police department, they

Elba City BOE 
meeting routine

The Elba City School Board 
meeting opened last Thursday eve- 
ning with a review of the monthly fi- 
nancial statement. 

Myrna Cowen presided over the 
meeting in the absence of Chairman 
Aubrey Williams. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
explained the deficit in the founda- 
tion program would continue until 
the local match funds of $146,000 
are transferred to that account. He 
explained this would come from the 
Coffee County District E property 
taxes. 

All other accounts were normal, 
according to Pearce, including the 
child nutrition program (CNP) which 
tries to maintain a balance of about a 
two months operating budget to covy- 
er planned food purchases. 

Pearce noted the school system 
hasn’t had to draw on any of the 
$60,000 loan approved by the school 
board. He said the system could 
make it until at least March without 
borrowing any money, by borrowing 
from the Capital Projects Account 
reserve, thus saving interest cost. 

The new bus barn, or transporta- 
tion facility, is completed and is be- 
ing used, board members were told. 
The staff is in the process of moving 
equipment and supplies from the old 
Mulberry school to the new facility. 
Sorting and completely moving the 
needed equipment and disp sing of 
the balance will take several months, 
Pearce predicte;'. 

There are many old desks and 
other unneeded pieces of equipment 
which must be sold, probably by 
public auction, board members were 
told. 

The much delayed softball and 
baseball fields are neared to comple- 
tion, but wet weather continues to 
delay the work. The lights are in- 
stalled and the rye grass is growing, 
but wet ground has delayed any fur- 
ther work.

Top Tax Changes for the New Year 


When Americans recently 
rang in the new year, they had more 
to celebrate than another 12 months. 
Effective January first are a host of 
tax reforms which will allow most 
taxpayers to keep more of their own 
money to raise children, save for the 
future, and even pay for a child’s 
education. 

Here’s part one of a recap of 
the top tax changes for 1995 accord- 
ing to the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 

A $400. Child Tax Credits 
now available to families with chil- 
dren under the age of 17. The full 
$400 credit applies to single filers 
with adjusted gross incomes less than 
$75,000 and joint filers with incomes 
less than $110,000. For higher in- 
come families, the credit is reduced 
by $50 for each $1,000 of income. 

Looking at an example: For 
1998, a family with three children 
(ages 16, 14, and 12) earning $40,000 
a year and owing $4,000 in federal 
income taxes will now receive a 
$1,200 tax credit reducing their 
overall tax burden by 30%. 

Also, asimilar family earning 
$30,000 a year and owing $2,500 in 
taxes will also receive the $1,200 tax 
credit — reducing its tax burden by 
48%. Some 48 million children and 
their families will benefit from this 
new tax credit. The child tax credit 
will increase to $500 a child on Janu- 
ary 1, 1999 

Education Tax Relief will 
now go to families in the amount of 
$1,500 in tax credit for each of the 
tirst two years of a child's post-sec

ondary education, or a $1,000 tax 
credit for any-year of a child’s post- 
secondary education, including vo- 
cational school. Some seven million 
students will be affected by this tax 


relief, Additionally, taxpayers will { 


be eligible for $1,000 in interest de- 


ductions to help them repay college ~ 


loans. 

And for the first time, money 
can be withdrawn without penalty 
from individual retirement accounts 
(IRAs) for undergraduate, post- 
graduate, and post-secondary voca- 
tional education expenses. Also, Edu- 
cational Savings Accounts have been 
created to allow annual $500 a child 
contributions which can be withdrawn 
tax free for qualified post-secondary 
educational expenses. Various in- 
come limits apply. 

No Capital Gains Taxes on 
Home Sales will go into effect forthe 
first full year for most Americans. 
The first $500,000 of gain on the sale 
of a home for a joint filer was made 
tax-free effective May 7, 1997. Also, 
1998 is the first full year of lower 
capital gains taxes — down from 
15% to 10% for Americans in the 
fifteen percent tax bracket, and down 
from 28% to 20% for all other tax- 
payers. An estimated fifteen million 
Americans report capital gains in- 
come each year,

Low-Fat diet good for kids 


The picture's getting clearer: what 
our children eat while growing up 
can have dramatic consequences for 
their health in adult life. The Expert 
Panel on Blood Cholesterol Levels 
in Children and Adolescents, part of 
a federal organization in charge of 
educating the public about the conse- 
quences of fat and cholesterol in 
their diets, released a report that will 
make health-conscious cooks smile. 

In essence it said that children 
over age 2 should follow the same 
fat and cholesterol guidelines consid- 
ered desirable for adults. This 
doesn't mean special meals or spe- 
cial diets—just encourage the whole 
family to eat more fruits, vegetables, 
and whole grains; and go lighter on 
meats and high-fat dairy products. 

The familiar numbers look like 
this: 

¢ Children should get no more 
than 10 percent of their total calories 
from saturated fat; 

« they should get no more than 
30 percent of their total calories 
from all fats; and 

* kids should consume fewer 
than 300 mg of cholesterol per day. 

What these figures mean for most 
families is cnanging some ideas 
about the kinds of foods kids need to 
grow on. The primary goal of the 
diet in childhood is to achieve nor- 
mal growth and development. You 
don't need to feed children whole 
milk and cream cheese to do this. 
What allows for growth is more cal- 
ories, not higher-fat foods. 

Using the broad range of plant 
food recommended by the Food 
Guide Pyramid as a starting place, 
then adding a judicious amount of 
fat to boost calorie intake is recom- 
mended, Children physically aren't 
able to eat enough of just low-calorie 
fruits, vegetables and grains needed 
for adequate growth. So spreading a 
bit of butter or margarine on breads 
means that two buttered slices give 
the same number of calories as three 
plain slices would. 

Snacks are another way of help- 
ing children get the calories they 
need. Choosing low-fat snacks can 
keep the total daily fat intake within 
the recommended margins. Adults 
have the idea that snacks are bad for 
kids. Yet, especially young children 
with little stomachs can't eat huge 
quantities of food at any one sitting.

They need mini-meals to get a suffi- 
cient number of calories each day. 

If the term "snack" means potato 
chips and soft drinks, then some 
course correction is in order. Gra- 
ham crackers, cut-up fruits and vege- 
tables, low-fat yogurt, whole-grain 
cereal with skim milk—these all 
give children the calories they need 
without unwanted fat. 

When evaluating your family’s 
diet, remember two notes of caution. 
First: don't go overboard in limiting 
children's fats. If you've chosen to 
cut way back on the fats you eat, 
don't do so with your children. There 
have been documented cases where 
parents were too restrictive in the 
amount of fat in their children’s 
diets. The result was children who 
were not growing properly. Be safe. 
Stick closer to the percentage recom- 
mendations . 

And second: there should be no 
fat restrictions whatsoever on the 
diets ofchildren under age 2. The Ex- 
pert Panel report is explicit on this 
point explaining that the fast growth 
of infants requires an energy-dense 
diet with a higher percentage of calo- 
ries from fat than is needed by older 
children. Based on current knowl- 
edge, it is inappropriate to apply nu- 
trient guidelines for fats, cholesterol, 
and calories to children under 2 
years of age. 

But once a child turns two, it’s 
time to begin building a lifelong pat- 
tern of eating smart. Don't think of a 
heart-healthy diet as something you 
start in middle age or you go on and 
off. It should be the way you eat all 
the time. Ideally, it should be the 
way children always remember eat- 
ing. Source: Christina Stark, New 
York State College of Human Ecolo- 
gy, Cornell University.

The four core curriculum courses re- 
quired are math, English, science, and 
social studies. This is the first ume spe- 
cific course requirements must be met 
under the new Academic Rule. Previous 
course requirements were any five full 
Carnegie units with a composite average

Under the new rule, a student may 
pass six new full Carnegie units with a 
composite average of 70 or above and 
still not be eligible to participate in ath- 
letics. Current 9th and 10th graders must 
be enrolled in and pass the correct core 
courses now in order to be eligible in 
1998-99,

ing. Due to this state-wide change all 
student athletes must devote more time 
to their academic course work. Hope- 
fully, our athletes will realize the im- 
portance of academic success as well as 
athletic achievement.

Farm news from Stan 


UNDERSTANDING SOILS AND 
FERTILITY 

It doesn’t matter where you live 
in Coffee County or the surrounding 
Wiregrass arca; whether you grow 
things in your yard, such as flowers, 
trees, shrubs; or farm thousands of 
acres, you must do one thing to have 
successful crops or landscapes - that 
is manage your soil and fertility. 

I have found that in working with 
farmers and homeowners many ol 
the problems they encounter are duc 
to soil management and also a lack 
of understanding of soil manage- 
ment. 

Naturally, farmers do a much bet- 
ter job in understanding and manag- 
ing their soil than many homeown- 
ers mainly because their living 
depends on it. In the next few para- 
graphs I would like to talk about 
some terms you may encounter in 
reading or dealing with the soil in 
your particular situation and explain 
these terms so that you might better 
understand soil management. 

One term you will hear quite of- 
ten in the southeast part of the na- 
tion is acid soil. This is the soil that 
has a pH below 7. Seven on a pH 
scale is considered to be a neutral 
point. Therefore most crops, espe- 
cially legume type crops such as 
soybeans, peanuts,and clovers, do 
not thrive in severely acid soil. 

Most homeowners and farmers 
need to maintain a soil level of 
around 5.8 or better up to around 
7.09 to have success growing plants 
and crops in Coffee County. 

The most practical range scems 
to be from about 5.8 to around 6.5. 
To try to lime your soil to get it any- 
higher than this many times costs 
more than it will return, 

Another term you will hear is al- 
kaline soil. We do not have a prob- 
lem with this anywhere in the Wire- 
grass that I know of, This is 
opposite of an acid soil. This soil 
has a pH value greater than 7.0 and 
particularly above 7.3 on the pH 
scale. We should not ever have to 
worry about this particular problem 
in Our area. 

Another term you hear a great 
deal about and many homeowners 
are concerned about is aeration. 
This is a process by which air in the 
soil is replenished by air in the at- 
mosphere. 

In a well-aerated soil the soil air 
and the atmosphere above it are sim- 
ilar in composition. Poorly aerated 
soils have a much higher percentage 
of carbon dioxide and a lower per- 
centage of oxygen. Most soils that 
have this problem is found in yards 
with a heavy thatch content or a 
very heavy clay content where the 
soil is tight and doesn’t allow a lot of 
water or air movement in it. 

Fertilizer is another term that 
most folks are familiar with. There 
are basically two types you can get: 
one is an organic fertilizer and the 
other is inorganic. 

Organic is simply manure and is 
not readily available to a plant. Or- 
ganic fertilizer must first be broken 
down by the bacteria in the soil to 
where it can be utilized by a piant. 

Inorganic fertilizer, on the other 
hand, such as is bought in bags from 
various stores, is readily available to 
the plant once it dissolves or gets 
into the soil. 

Fertilizer analysis is another 
common term and something many 
of you may use but not understand. 

For example, a fertilizer with an 
8-8-8 analysis contains 8 percent ni- 
trogen, 8 percent available phosphor- 
ic acid or what some people call 
P205 and 8 percent water soluble 
potash or K20. 

Some will even contain some mi- 
nor elements and they will be listed 
on the fertilizer bag. This would also 
be true if you have a 6-12-6 fertilizer 
-- it would be 6 percent nitrogen, 12 
percent phosphorus or P205 and 6 
percent potash or K20, 

Suill another term you hear quite 
often here in the southern part of the 
state due to our heavy clay base is 
hardpan, Basically this is a hard- 
ened or cemented layer below the 
surfaceof the soil. 

This won't affect a shallow root 
crop in many cases, but shrubs, trees 
and field crops will be greatly affect- 
ed by a hardpan, and it should be 
broken up to have iny success in 
growing whatever you have planted. 

Organic matter is simply plant 
and animal material that is in any 
stage of decomposition or, in other 
words, rotting plant and animal ma- 
terial. 

Organic matter is important to the 
nutritional level of a plant for hold- 
ing water in the soil and providing 
some kind of structure or stability to 
the soil you are working in, 

Many homeowners will buy some 
form of manure or peat moss and all 
they are really buying is partially rot- 
ted organic matter, 

These are just some of the terms 
you may encounter if you are an 


avid landscaper or gardener, and of 


course all farmers are familiar and 
interested in these terms. 
Hopefully, by understanding 


some of these basic terms when you 
read a soil test report, crop manual, 
newspaper or magazine article, or 
any such item that might contain in- 
formation such as this, you will bet- 
ter understand it.

HARVESTING TIMBER 
AND INCOME TAX 


In Coffee County many landown- 
ers are becoming more ‘ind more in- 
terested in harvesting trees on their 
land. Some of this is due to in- 
creased timber prices, CRP trees that 
have matured, and just a new aware- 
ness as to the benefits of managing 
the timber on their land. 

Many landowners with small 
woodland holdings are often una- 
ware of certain provisions in federal 
tax laws that can affect their tax bill. 
This is because most small wood- 
land owners make infrequent timber 
sales and don’t keep up with changes 
in tax laws. 

One thing you can do once you 
decide to cut timber is to pay a visit 
{0 your accountant who can help you 
determine your possible tax respon- 
sibility. For example, if you harvest 
timber and you receive $50,000 for 
it, it can take up to half of it to re- 
generate the forest, pay various 
debts, and pay your taxes. 

You might ask how the accoun- 
tant will know about your tax with- 
out the timber being sold. Before 
you cut, have the timber cruised by a 
professional who can give you a 
good estimate as to what your imber 
is worth. You can then take this fig- 
ure to your accountant who will help 
you determine possible taxes on this 
money. 

Landowners who are considering 
future sales of timber should always 
consult a qualified tax consultant. 
Landowners should also consult 
some kind of expert about inheri- 
tance taxes and estate planning along 
with the timber cutting. 

This can be important if you feel 
your heirs will have to pay inheri- 
lance tax. To help pay those taxes it 
may be better if the timber is sold by 
them rather than by you. 

Inheritance tax experts can help 
you determine the best time to sell 
the timber as it relates to inheritance 
taxes and your overall estate plan- 
ning. 

When selling timber, most of the 
things you must do relating to taxes 
are casy and not a problem. It is sim- 
ly one area that you need to cover 
before you sell your timber. 

Let me suggest the following 
schedule of events that may help you 
as it relates to taxes and timber. 

1. Get a qualified cruise of the 
limber. 

2. Consider how you will market 
the timber and handle the sale. You 
may want to use a forestry consul- 
stant to handle all the details your- 
self, but line this up prior to issuing 
notice that you are going to sell the 
timber. 

3. Do not send out notices to just 
a few people; send notices to a large 
area of timber buyers. You never 
know who is going to give you the 
best price. 

4. Contact your tax consultant 
and talk over the tax situation relat- 
ing to inheritance, estate planning, 
and what you will have to pay upon 
sale of timber.

Feeding wild birds can be joyful 


FEED BIRDS THIS WINTER 

While birds will visit feeders 
year-round, more people choose to 
feed during fall and winter months 
when food is more limited, 

Choose your feeders hased on the 
birds you wish to attract. Covered 
platform feeders will allow several 
birds to feed at one time and may be 
favored by larger birds such as cardi- 
nals and blue jays. Hanging feeders 
with perches are more attractive to 
smaller tirds such as goldfinches 
and chickadees. Don’t forget suct 
feeders for those birds that aren't at- 
tracted to seed feeders. 

Keep all feeders clean, Wash reg- 
ularly with a soap and water solu- 
tion; rinse thoroughly, Wipe perches 
and seed ports with a soapy solution 
using a clean damp cloth to remove 
the soap, or use a mild bleach-and- 
water solution daily. This will help 
prevent diseases from spreading 
among the birds at your feeding sta- 
tions. 

Remember different birds prefer 
different types of seed. Sunflower 
seeds will attract many types of 
birds, but why not try offering some 
special treats as well. Finches love 
tiny thistle seeds, and most song- 
birds prefer black oil sunflower 
seeds. 

Some birds enjoy fresh fruits; you 
can offer wedges of orange or apple 
occasionally, Cracked corn can be a 
real treat for many birds, including 
morning doves. 

Whatever seed you offer at your 
feeders, make sure it is fresh, dry 
and free of mold; moldy seed can 
make birds sick. Also, it should be 
free of trash. Trash, such as stems or 
leaf parts, can clog tube feeders. 

Don’t worry about sand, dirt or 
small pebbles you may find mixed 
with feed. This “grit” helps toothless 
birds grind their food. 

Crushed eggshells added to feed 
do the same thing, and also can pro- 
vide additional calcium to a bird’s 
dict. This is especially important 
prior to the early spring nesting and 
egg-laying season. 

Be sure to provide birds with a 
water source in addition to food this 
winter, Whether you use a bird bath 
ur a simple plastic pot saucer, be 
sure to replace the water regularly 
with fresh. 


A MEAL CHANGE 


For something different after the 
holiday meals of turkey, ham and all 
the rich foods, try - potatoes. You 
might be surprised to discover the 
many ways a potato can turn from 
being dull and tasteless into a tasty 
meal by itself. 

Potatoes can be boiled, steamed 
or baked. One medium-sized potato 
provides 50 percent of the recom- 
mended daily allowance of Vitamin 
C, and more potassium than a bana- 
na. They are also packed with com- 
plex carbohydrates. 

Potatoes can be divided into two 
categories: waxy and mealy. Mealy 
potatoes crumble or fall apart when 
you cook them -- they have a dry, 
crumbly texture. The Russet is an 
example of a mealy potato. 

Waxy potatoes are moister in tex- 
ture and keep their shape when 
cooked. Round red and long white 
potatoes are inthis category. 

So instead of turning down pota- 
toes for a meal, try one of these vari- 
ations. 

elf time is against you, try this 
speedy idea. Cook frozen hash 
browns according to package direc- 
tions. Top with fried eggs and 
Parmesan cheese. 

*Top a baked potato with low-fat 
or non-fat yogurt. Season with a 
sprinkle of nutmeg. 

*For an easy side dish, quarter 
small red or white potatoes and 
place in a pan with a little olive oil. 
Cook until tender, Before serving, 
season with dill and salt.

HOME GARDENS 

It is not too early to start making 
preparations for your spring garden. 
If you have not soil tested, this is the 
first thing I would do so that you can 
get your report back. If you need 
lime, you can apply it before you 
break your garden, 

Some people think they do not 
need to soil test a small garden, A 
small garden needs soil testing the 
most because you are expecting it to 
produce at its best, and you must 
have your soil fertility right for it to 
do this. 

You can pick up soil testing sup- 
plies at our office in New Brockton 
Or ut some agribusinesses throughout 
the county. 

GARDENING TIPS 
FOR JAINUARY 

There are several things you can 
be doing in January. 

Fruit and Nuts - Set out apples, 
peaches, pears and grapes. Start 
grafting pecans. Prune dormant 
trees, 

Shrubs - Plant shrubs and trees, 
including broadleaf, narrowleaf, and 
deciduous. Graft camellias. Spray all 
deciduous shrubbery with a dormant 
spray to control diseases and insects. 
Spray when weather is on warming 
trend. 

Lawns - Soil test before setting 
up fertility program. 

Roses - Visit nurseries and gar- 
den centers to select varieties. Start 
planting. 

Annuals and Perennials - Plant 
hardy annuals. 

Bulbs - Late plantings of Duich 
bulbs will flower if planted now. Lil- 
ies of all types, except Madonna, 
may be planted. Check stored bulbs 
and discard rotten ones. Make indoor 
plantings of amaryllis, callas, and 
gloxinias. 

Miscellaneous - Prune winter- 
damanged limbs. Give houseplants a 
bath in lukewarm water to remove 
dust. To keep poinsettias that have 
finished flowering, turn pots on their 
sides and let them dry completely. 
Cut them back lightly. Keep in a 
temperature of 55-60 degrees F.

Plant lettuce, cabbage and 
broccoli in cold frames.

Coffee County’s new at-large jury 
venire law is not completely dead

The law passed by the Alabama 
Legislature creating a county-wide 
jury venire for Coffee County is not 
dead yet. 

In Nover:ber of 1997, the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court, after a lower 
court ruling had been appealed, ruled 
that the 1996 legislative act creating 
a county-wide jury venire was un- 
constitutional. 

State Representative  Garreth 
Moore had introduced the bill which 
created one jury pool for the county. 

Under the present system, pros- 
pective jurors are drawn from two 
pools - one from residents of the En- 
terprise Division and the other from 
persons residing in the Elba Divi- 
sion. 

Alabama Attorney General Bill 
Pryor has requested the high court to 
review its earlier ruling. 

According to reports, Pryor’s ap- 
peal points out that the new law is 
not in conflict with any general law 


as outlined in the Alabama Code. 

He further contends that transpor- 
tation restrictions at the turn of the 
century requiring a divisional jury 
system no longer exists or is at issue 
in the present day. 

The Attorney General points out 
that the divisional line between the 
Elba and Enterprise divisions is 
sometimes confusing to potential jur- 
ors as well as attorneys involved in 
court Cases. 

Pryor also contends that other 
counties (seven) with two judicial di- 
visions could be affected by the 
court’s ruling. 

Three of the counties - Barbour, 
Jefferson and Tallapoosa - select jur- 
ors by divisions. The other four 
counties - Marshall, St. Clair, Talla- 
dega and Winston - select jurors us- 
ing an at-large system, 

No decision has been made by the 
Alabama Supreme Court as to 
whether or not it will honor Pryor’s 
request for a review of its earlier rul- 
ing.

Three men are soon to be tried on 
capital murder charges in Enterprise, 
AL. 

Michael Lee Glass, 19, of Enter- 
prise pled not guilty to capital mur- 
der charges in the death of Toniea 
Smith, 19, of Enterprise. He was ar- 
raigned last Thursday for the 1996 
slaying . 

Smith was an upstairs neighbor of 
Glass’ in an apartment complex at 
100 Anthony Circle in Enterprise. 
On the day of his arrest, Glass es- 
caped from police; however, he was 
recaptured the following day. 

Glass is scheduled to be tried dur- 
ing the March term of criminal jury 
court. 

In an unrelated case, Marcus An- 
tonio Jones, 26, of Daleville, AL and 
Kassey Bernard Reedy, 25, of Enter- 
prise both pled not guilty to capital 
murder charges during arraignment 
proceedings on Thursday. 

Both Reedy and Jones are 
charged with capital murder in the 
shooting death of Ronald Howard 
Jerkins in July of 1997, 

Jerkins, an assistant manager al a 
local grocery store, was robbed and 
shot to death while making a night 
deposit at Regions Bank in down- 


town Enterprise 

Circuit Judge Robert Barr, who 
presided over the arraignment pro- 
ceeding of Jones (Reedy waived his 
right to an arraignment and entered 
his not guilty plea by waiver), set no 
trial date for both men. 

He stated that it would be 8 to 9 
months before either could be tried 
due to the number of motions tn- 
volved in a capital murder case. 

Also, all three cases could be af- 
fected by the county-wide jury ve- 
nire law which is still before the 
courts, 

Alabama Attorney General Bill 
Pryor has asked the Alabama Su- 
preme Court to reconsider its ruling. 
The high court had ruled the law un- 
constitutional. 

Should any of the three men be 
tried and found guilty of capital mur- 
der, they could face the death penal- 
ty or life in prison without parole,
